Tribaa a« That Cewilry, it la Bald, Are 
Aaaap M ng the taaehlnga ef the 
Miaelenariea. 

Plenyono Obe Wolo, a Llberlon of 
the Kru tribe, who graduated from Ct^ 
luiubia university, says: 

There never has been a scientific 
cenans of Liberia, but the population 
Is eatiiaated at from 2.000.000 to S.UUO.- 
ooa aad aot aora than 15,000 are 
AmerlM-Ltbfataaa, the deeeendaati aC 
liberated alaveau The remainder be- 
long to tribce which speak four differ- 
ent languagea and offer only nominal 
aubmlaalon to the government. The 
Krus elect their kluss by the selection 
of the most avallublu man of the royal 
house. Ill the Jurrinvuy tribe the kiug 
Is an absolute iDonarcta for tlie reign 
of six years, and la then pat to deatb. 
Other tribea alao follow different ctia- 
toma. 

The tribaa. do aot acknowledge the 
gevemmeat of Moarovla, becaaaa they 
feel that It doaa'aot pretaet tbeaa. By 
treaty the United States government 

la required to help the Americo-Ube- 
rians against the tribes, and in 1812 
this country helped pat dOWD a rebel* 
lion of the Krus. 

The constitution of Liberia has a 
literacy test, which has heretofore ex- 
cluded most of the uatlvea from vot- 
ing, aa the central govemmcnt la un- 
able to andartaka tbalK educaUoa. The 
CUfbaa aia beiag taaght by Bplaeopal 
mlaaloaarlea. and the Palhigea,''wbo 
are Mohammedana, are alao gaining 
the franehiae. The Kroa are very am- 
bitious and are also catching ap. There 
are more than CO Uberiana of the oa-
